The problem continues through 
arraignments, where many persons 
who need translators are not pro- 
Vided with any and those who are， 
are SerVved “briefly and poorly,” 
said Lee. 

“The quality of interpreting in 
San Francisco is poor to poor”he 
remarked， Such criticism of the 
translation service available 双 as 
heard frequently throughout the 
hearing. 

Much of the criticism focused 
on the lack of professional stan- 
dards Which leads to low-quality 
interpretation in court proceed- 
ings，and in some cases, deliberate 
distortion by translators.

HEROIC 

In response，Harriet Haber，di- 
rector of the Chinatown Resources 
Development Center,， which caters 
to the language needs of new im- 
migrants，said,“Chinese-sSpeaking 
adults who are newly arrived im- 
migrants are making a heroic ef- 
fort to learn English. However, 二 
is imnpossible to expect them to 
comprehend the legajlistic language 
of the courts overnight. 

It was pointed out that the Chi- 
nese community has on numerous 
Occasions tried to refer qualified， 
bilingual persons for various posi- 
tions with the judicial and police 
department. 

“But it has been the public offi- 
cials of these agencies who have 
failed to cooperate and to recog- 
nize .the bilingual need of their 
clients” said a _ frustrated Henry 
Der, director of Chinese for Affir- 
mative Action . 

For illustration，Der related the 
efforts of his agency to.place Chi- 
nese-Speaking Persons in commu- 
nications dispatcher job training 
Programs with the local police. 
The trainees have been accused of 
not speaking “American English” 
and not knowing“good ol Ameri- 
can jargon， and the training pro- 
gram has failed miserably. 

The hearing，chaired by Adrvi- 
SOFVY Committee member Francene 
Lum，attracted more than 250 


persons. It continued through the 
afternoon to nine at night， with a 
meal break.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A govern- 
ment-sponsored supplemental 
food priogram，in existence for 
OVer two yeatrs, js noOwW going great 
guns in Chinatown. On several 
days _ during the month，as many 
as 1600 needy recipients line Up 
at 799 Pacific to receive monthly 
food packs distributed under the 
Supervision of the Chinatown 也 co- 
nomicOpportunity Council office. 

The eligibility categories are in- 
fants(0-12 months), pre-schoolers 


(1 year to 5 years，11 months) ,. 


and women during，and for 12 
months after，Ppregnancy. To be 
eligible-a person has to be receivV- 
jing public assistance, or be eligible 
for food stamps or be receiving 
aid from Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children. Persomns receiv- 
ing medical assistance under Title 
XIX or from Aid to thesBlind or 
Aid to the Disabled are also eli- 
gible. 

Some of the food packets are of 
considerable value in these cost- 
conscious，tight-money days. For 
example，the biggest value is one 
pre-schooler food pack. It in- 
cludes thirty'142 oz. cans of evap- 
orated milk，one 29 oz. can of 
meat or poultry,， one 2 1l1b. can of 
peanut butter (every other

month)，four 6 oz. packages of 
egg Imix，three 32 oz. bottles of 
prune juice or 46 oz: cans of other 
juices，four 16 oz. cans of vege- 
tables，and three 14 oz. packages 
of enriched quick-cooking farina.

California Senate Bill No. 7 on bilingual:bicultural educa- 
tion died in the Assembly Ways and Means Committee in 
August. But as we learned recently, the bill died from the 
Governor s opposition and the leglslators apathy. It was 3 
death much more complicated than our earlier article indi- 
cated (East/West 9/3/175). 

According to the current Friends Committee on Legisla- 
tion Newsletter，it Was Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy 
Who reportedly brought pressure to bear on members of the 
Ways and Means Committee to kill the Moscone measure. 
The bill died as a result of 4 ayes, 2 noes, and 13 notVoting.， 

“By not voting on Important leglslation,， Sald the news- 
jetter, “commilttee members were in effect allowing the 
Governor to vote by proxy. The Governor otherwise would 
be forced to veto popular Proposals because of his determil- 
nation not to raise State Spending.… 

SB 7 would.not have expanded exilsting Programs nor 
Would it have added to this year's budget. It appropriated 
$76 maillion over the next three fiscal years，1976=77 
through 1978-79. The money would have paid for Screening 
to find all children who speak English poorly or not at all， 
bilingual-bicultural instruction for all eligible children， 
teacher tralning and certification，coordinated program ad- 
minlstratlion，and reporting and accountability for all bilin- 
gual Programs. 

It would have brought California into conformity with the 
recent coOUIt declision , LaU 2 Nizcpols， which established the 
right of children to be taught in their own languages when 
they cannot understand English. 

After the defeat of SB 7, Assemblyman Peter Chacon tried 
to amend the Moscone appropriation on to his own bilingual 
legislation AB 1329 and failed . 

There will be no comprehensive bilingual school programs 
for thls coming year in California. 

The responsibility rests Squarely on the shoulders of the 
Governor and those silent leglslators.

Record-Breaking Enrollment 
Af New York Chinese >chool

NEW YORK 一 School is over， 
but the work lingers on. 

“TI am one of those who has to 
work even on Labor Day,”said 
the Pprincipal of the New York 
Chinese School，Linda Wu. “We 
have an eprollment of 500 new 
students this fall， It breaks the 
Tecord.” 

In a five<story building right in 
tbhe heart of Chinatown，is the 
New York Chinese School 
Founded in 1909, it has 3,047 
students，from 4 to 18 years ol1d， 
who come from all over the 
metropolitan area and New York 
neighborhoods. 

Of the 96 classes, Sunday school 
has 42，Saturdays 40，and daily 
School covers the rest. Almost 
2,000 students attend the week- 
end classes. 

Students enrolling for daily 
school meet Monday through Fri- 
day from 5 to 7p.m.，while week- 


end morning classes go from 10 


am. to 1 pm.，and afternoon 
classes from 2 to 5 p.m.

Students learn Mandarin, civics， 
history, geography, Chinese litera- 
ture，Ppenmanship，composition， 
and social science at different 
levels ranging fom kindergarten 
to _ senior high.

In trying to find out what the ITF is really doing, the Asian-Ameri- 
can Federal Employees Caucus (AAFEC) invited ITE's only Vietnam- 
ese staffer to speak at its latest monthly meeting. One half hour before

cultures by the majority. Compared to the downgrading of minority 
cultures in the U.S., this again speaks favorably of China. 

In the areas of Chinese children's literature, mmuch again can be said 
about China's progressive stance.The young minority child in the U.S. 
who sees only white Santas dqoes not need to face overt discrimination 
to feel belittled. 工 he little girl who reads books in which women are 
always secretaries and men are the bosses does not need to wait for an 
encounter to know that she should leave decision-making to her 
brother.These kinds of knowledge are reinforced, among other things， 
through books-. 

Didactic tones aside, China's children's literature reflects a style and 
content that has been deemed practical and realistic. Childqren do not 
cease being children even though they concern themselves with adult 
affairs. Sex',roles are challenged. Ethnic minorities are positively par- 
ticipating in the issues that affect all of China; they are mot pictured 
as exotics or aliens. There is moral commitment to the values China 
wants promulgated. In“The Little Doctor ”itis a girl that is treating 
a doll and teddy bear. It is also a girl that is Yepairing a rocking horse : 
with “boys”tools. In the“Red Women's Detachment,， recognition 
is given to minority women, the Lipeople of Hainan. In “Brave Little 
Shepherd Shaolu ”it is an Inner Mongolian boy who stars. 

No one mnust prove his or her equality. There is no paternalism . Al 
this discussion is to say that cultural preservation is alive and well in 
China， Perhaps this model and atmosphere of cultural preservation 
will somehovw lead to local linguistic preservation .

In areas as specified in 
the Plan, additional services are available. 


WHO IlS3 ELIGIBLE3? All persons are eligible for information and referral services, and for protective 
Services for children and adults. All aged, blind or disabled recipients of Supplemental Security Income/ 


State Supplemental Program (SSI/SSP) benefits and all recipients of AFDC are eligible for services under 


this Plan. Additionally ,individuals and families with jincomes which do not exceed amounts as specified 
in the Plan are eligible for many social services. For additional services available only in specific counties， 
eligibility varies and is shown in the Plan. 


FEES AND CHARGES: Persons receiving child day care services may be assessed a fee based on the 
amount of income. Some recipients of Homemaker and Chore Services will be required to pay a portion 
of the service cost.
